CAPTAIN DREYFUS WEEPS 


Cries Out Against Attacks To 


Which He Must Not Beply 


Torture of Devil's Island Lived Over Again in 


the Court, No Adjournment, M, Labori 


Under the X-Ray, 


Rennes, France, August 
16 —The 


Dreyfus court martial was continued 
today. Major Carriere, representative 
of the government, refused to agree 
to an adjournment of the case until 
Monday owing to the murdeous attack 
on M. Labori. The feature of the day's 
proceedings was the story of the suffer- 
ing Dieyfus on Devil's Island. 


To Defend Ills Honor Oiilj 


M. Guerin, a former minister, was the 


first witness. He, however, onlyrepeated 
his evidence before the court of cas- 
sation. M. Lebon, former minister of 
the colonies, a big, red-bearded man, 
testified the justification of his in- 
structions to treat Dreyfus rigorously, 
declaring the exireme stringency only 
dated from the time he thought an at- 
tempt would be made to rescue the 
prisoner. 


Colonel Jouast asked Dreyfus if he 


had any questions. He replied: 
" No, I am here to defend my honor; 


I do not wish to speak of atrocious suf- 
fei ing \\ hich for five years, I, a French- 
man, and an innocent man, suffered on 
the He du Diable." 


Dreyfus Weeps 


The official report of the treatment of 


Dreyfus was then read by the clerk in 
a sympathetic -tone, recounting the 
harrowing tale of Dreyfus' mental and 
physical sufferings in the inhuman 
treatment on the 
island. 
A deep- 


drawn breath of indignation came from 
the hearers. Dreyfus was at first com- 
posed, but as the incidents of his awful 
existence was brought up his eyes 
dimmed, and tears slowly 
trickled 


down his cheeks. For the first time 
during the trial he gave way to his 
emotions and wept. The faces of the 
audience expressed sympathy. Even the 
captain of the gendarmes looked at 
Dreyfus with unconcealed compassion, 
but Colonel Jouset followed the read- 
ing with the air of bored tolerance.

confessing to forging

documents in the case was the next 
witness. She was dresed in deep mourn- 
ing.

The audience was profoundly stirred 


and began to applaud, but was quickly 
suppressed.

M. Lebon in his testimony said 
on his soul and conscience he did not 
regard the measures taken relative to 
the prispner in He Du Diable as un- 
warranted and if he had to repeat them 
he would not hesitate.

ation has been obtained of the statement 
that the pockets of Labon's coat were 
rifled while he was lying on the ground. 
Not only were the pockets of his coat 
emptied, but an attempt was made to 
steal a wallet in •nhich were important 
papers referring to 'the court-martial, 
including his «otes for the cross-exam- 
ination of Genera] Mercier. M. Labori 
has himself related the incident. He 
had just fallen and saw one of two men 
run to his side and heard him say, "His 
coat must be taken off. He will be too 
hot." 


The speaker then took the wounded 


lawyer's coat off, and another man 
seized the wallet. M. Labori, however, 
retained his presence of mind, and re- 
fused to let the wallet be taken out of 
his hands, putting under his head for a 
pillow, and holding it with one hand.

M. Labori asked his wife to look in his 
pockets to see if their contents were 
safe. 
Mme. Labori found the pockets 


completely emptied. Luckily, the pock- 
ets contained only personal letters, in- 
cluding menacing letters received on 
the previous day. 
The rifling of the 


lawyer's pockets, of tha papers, and the 
attempt to steal the wallet, while no 
effort was made tr> appropriate his 
watch or money, are regarded as clear 
evidence of a plot in which several men 
were implicated. 


The man who actually fired the-shot, 


It appears, was only one part of the ma- 
chinery of the conspirators. 
In spite of 


the extensive search made for the would- 
be assassin he is still at large, and the 
impression is gaining ground that he is 
being aided by the anti- Dreyfus coun- 
try people, who are concealing him 
somewhere- 


M. Labori was removed last evening 


to the residence of Professor Bach. In 
a suburb of Rennes. 
He stood the 


journey well, although na,turally fa- 
tigued.

M. Labori lies on his back, unable to 


move, but life is returning to the leg 
which was thought to be paralyzed.

lieved at the optimistic reports of the 
doctors, who hope to see the distin- 
guished lawyer on his feet before the 
trial is ended. 


The doctors in attendance upon M. 


Labori have sent to Paris for an X-ray 
apparatus in order to locate the bullet. 


The Matin asserts that M. Fabre, the 


magistrate, now has proofs of a con- 
spiracy against the republican govern- 
ment, and that the Orleanist party has 
expended considerable sums in Nation- 
alist propaganda.

Should Hare a Great Navy 


London, • Aug. 16—Representative 


George Edmund Foss, of Chicago, 111., 
who is at present in this city, was asked 
about the interview which he had with 
Emperior William on board "the im- 
perial yacht Hohenzollern, at 
Kiel, 


August 2. He said that His Majesty 
in the interview referred to, had not 
made the remark that German-Amer- 
icans would not permit an, aggressive 
policy on the part of the United States 
toward Germany, and that nothing of 
this kind had been mentioned. How- 
ever, it was gathered from the conver- 
sation with Mr. Fos|pthat the remain- 
der of the interview with Emperor Wil- 
liam, as published, was correct 


Mr. Foss said that the Emperor Wil- 


liam expressed the kindliest feelings 
toward the United States, and was in 
no way influenced by the newspaper 
reports in regard to the Dewey inter- 
view and other matters 


While in Germany Mr. Foss learned 


that glasses were being tested whereby 
smoke from smokeless powder could be 
dicovered at long range. This, ho said, 
was a new American invention. 


Mr. Fcss has already visited the navy 


yards of Denmark, 
Sweden, France, 


Germany, Austria and Italy. 


"My belief," said Mr. Foss, "is that 


the most important legislation of con- 
gress for a decade will be on naval 
matters. We are just beginning our 
naval existence. From my experience 
on the Continent, I believe we should 
have a permanent Naval Policy Board, 
with, say, Admiral Dewey at its head, 
composed of leading naval officers. The 
cabinet could then decide on a naval 
policy on broad lines, with the Board to 
carry out the detail. The recommenda- 
tions of such a Board would be bound 
to be heeded by congress more than 
those of- a, civilian secretary, however 
able. This policy is followed in France: 
but it is not that I wish to adopt 
European principles that I wish to set 
forth this fact. We want a distinctly 
American naval policy but we want the 
best of everything that other nations 
have, and, most of all. we want a per- 
manent 
naval 
policy. This is 
to 


be achieved by such a Board. The 
Spanish war has given us a wonderful 
prestige in Europe. On all sides I hear 
good words for the American navy."

THE SILVER QUESTION, 


Bryan Maintains That It Still Re- 


mains the Paramount Issue, 


Money Trust Declared to Be 


Biggest Trust of All. 


His Opinion of the Difference Between a Re- 


public and an Empire. 


Des Moines, Aug. 16.—An audience of 


4500 persons listened to an address by W. 
J. Bryan here last night. Mr. Bryan 
reviewed the record of the Republican 
party, accusing it of putting the dollar 
above the man. He then took up the 
silver question, saying prosperity did 
not set in until six months after the elec- 
tion, when the Klondike gold mines be- 
gan to be heard from. 


The Republicans, he said, who claimed 


that times were better because the bal- 
ance of trade was in favor of the United 
State?, gave away their own position 
and admitted that the Democratic view 
of the quantitative character of money 
was correct. The financiers of England 
controlled 
the English government, 


through England the rest of Europe, and 
through Europe the United States. 


The 6,500,000 Democratic voters of the 


Democratic party in 1896 were for silver. 
The 7,000,000 Republican voters were for 
a platform which called for interna- 
tional bimetallism. Only the Palmer 
and Buckner voters were for the gold 
standard—less than 1 percent—yet now 
the Iowa Republican platform went a 
step farther and was mainly for gold 
alone. 
Moieover, 
the 
Republicans 


threatened to retire the greenbacks, 
though they had never been before the 
people on that issue. 


OPEN TO THE 
WORLD. 


tzar s imperial Order Concerning Harbors of 


Ta-Lien-Wan and Port Arthur. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 16.—Emperor 


Nicholas has issued the following im- 
perial order to the Russian minister of 
finance, M. de WitUs: 


"Owing "to the great possessions of 


Russia In Europe and Asia it has been 
possible, with the help of God, to effect 
a rapprochment between the peoples 
of the west aud east. 
Through the 


friendly attitude of China we have suc- 
ceeded in attaining our historic aim, 
having obtained the use of two Chinese 
harbors, Ta-Lien-Wan and Port Arthur, 
with a large territory, whereby an out- 
let for the Siberian railway to the Yel- 
low sea is secured. 


"Thanks to the wisdom of the Chinese 


government, we shall, through railways 
in course of construction, be united to 
China, a result which gives all natinns 
the immeasurable gain of easy com- 
munication, and lightens the operations 
of the world s trade. 


"In our unwearying care for the gen- 


eral weal, wo have deemed it neces- 
sary, after completing the railway, to 
declare Ta-Lien-Wan a free port dur- 
ing the \\ hole period of the treaty for the 
merchant ships of all nations, and to 
build a new city in the neighborhood 
of the said port." 


The Printers' Convention. 


Detroit, Aug. 16.—A feature of the first 


session of the International Typograph- 
ical union convention was a warm dis- 
cussion over a constitutional amend- 
ment, reported favorably by the com- 
mittee on laws, providing that-"Non- 
printer members shall only be permitted 
to work at the particular sub-division 
of the craft in which they were em- 
ployed at the time of admission." The 
amendment was stricken out by a vote 
of 121 to 33. A proposition for biennia- 
instead of annual convention was re- 
jected by the convention. Amendments 
providing that no one except journeymen 
printers and apprentices in the last six 
months of their apprenticeships shall be 
.eligible as machine apprentices and fix- 
ing their term at two months was re- 
ferred to a special committee. 


The speaker next went after the trusts, 


but said that if the Democratic party 
neglected the silver question to attend 
tc trusts it would rightly forfeit the con- 
fidence of the people. The money trust 
was the biggest trust of all. He was 
glad that traveling men were fighting 
the industrial trusts no»', 'but sorry they 
had not seen the logic of events in 
1896 


and helped to fight the money trust then. 
The men who made trust speeches and 
applauded them were bankers. 


A new danger o£ the trusts had just 


been developed. When a trust got con- 
trol of all ot the fat-lories in a given line 
anci the hands in one factory struck the 
trust would close that one establish- 
ment and make its goods at the others. 
When the workmen at that place were 
•starved to the point of working for any 
wages offered, that factory would be re- 
opened and a lockout to reduce wages 
would be inaugurated at another fac- 
tory. 


Mr. Bryan closed his speech by a 


lengthy discussion of imperialism. The 
difference, he said, between a. republic 
and an empire was this: A republic 
needed an army of 25,000 for 70,000,000. 
An empire needed four times that large 
an army, when 10,000,000 population was 
added. This suited the young men who 
got fat jobs in the army, but not_ the 
people who paid the $1500 a year needed 
to maintain each soldier in the Philip- 
pines. 


Mr. Bryan gave figures to show that 


England and other 
nations 
did not 


colonize rapidly, and said that with 20 
people to the square mile in America, 
and 60 to the mile in the Philippines, 
.there was no opportunity there. Even if 
we succeeded in killing off all the natives 
we could not get young Americans to go 
there—they preferred to live in Iowa and 
Nebraska. The profit would not equal 
the cost and the profit would not go to 
the right people, but tQ investment syn- 
dicates. Even if any man was willing 
to trade for pottage, and did not have a. 
taste for birthright, he had better in- 
vestigate the pottage. As the Ta.gals 
were largely Christians and our^native 
allies were mostly Mohammedan, we 
ought to ask the Sultan o£ Sulu to help 
eubdue the Christian insurgents. 


This government ought to make a 


de-claratinn of gonri intentions towards 
the Philippines, as it did toward Cuba. 
The president ought to have done so, or 
If he did not have the power should have 
asked congress for it. Now he might 
catl a special session to ask for the power. 
Cleveland called a special session to re- 
peal the Sherman act and McKinley 
called one. A special session now would 
cost money, hut not nearly so much as 
the continuance of the war. 


Dominican Junta at Gotham. 


New York, Aug. 16.—Work of great 


Importance, according to the men in- 
terested, is going on here in connection 
with the revolutionary movement in 
Santo Domingo. 
A junta has been 


formed, whose members are in confer- 
ence almost constantly, and are sup- 
posed to be communicating daily by 
cable with General Jiminez. 
The latter, 


who is in Havana, is directing the work 
o£ the revolutionary forces, and arrange- 
ments are understood to be in progress 
for the sending of expeditions 
from 


points in the West Indies, and possibly 
from the United States, to aidintheover- 
throw of the existing government. 


Whiiecaps at Work. 


GreenwoorJ, S. C.. Aug. 16.—The sheriff 


has appealed to Governor McSweeney 
for aid in suppressing whitecap out- 
rages. .The governor will come to Green- 
wood to investigate. For more than a 
week whitecaps have been whipping 
negroes in this county nearly every 
night. Certain white men, it is said, de- 
eire to get control of the valuable lands 
leased by negroes and are trying to drive 
the negroes away. The negroes> are saiil 
to be in a state of terror and many hule 
at night in woods and swamps or at the 
homes of thoir landlords. 


An Extraordinary Ice Blockade. 


St. John's, Aug. 16.—The mail steamer 


Labrador, from Labrador, reports that 
the entire coast is blockaded with ice 
floes from the northern extremity south 
to the straits of Belle Isle. 
Such a con- 


dition is unprecedented in the history 
of the northern waters. It will not only 
seriously injure the cod fishing industry, 
but greatly increases the difficulties for 
ocean steamers making the passa&« by 
way of the straits.

Is not the anticipated policy of Kurfsia, 
in China tp become the accepted 
policy.? Where, in event of that, would 


So, District Attorney Gardner has

Still we shouldn't get mad. at this, 


for Mr. Gardner pays us a compliment 
when he admits we are old enough and 
big enough to take care of ourselves. 
We have a "well organized police force" 
and "competent chief," he says. He 
should know, for he has visited us once 
in two years, staying as long as a good 
dinner hour. He doesn't think he should 
do as District Attorney Hammond, who 
took personal charge in the O'Neil case, 
because we are so well equipped with 
police. Perhaps Mr. Gardner forgets 
that the state police, who are probably 
as good as any local squad in hunting 
murderers, were on the ground con- 
stantly at Shelburne Falls, and still 
District Attorney Hammond considered 
it his duty to be there. These same 
state police came here and took the 
Reedi' case into their hands, but Mr.

The forensic abili- 
ty of Mr. Gardner is not equal to re- 
conciling these two statements. The 
simple fact is, the law expects the dis- 
trict attorney to be present at inquests 
and hearings in such extreme cases as 
murder cases and any attorney present 
on "behalf of the commonwealth is- the 
acting district attorney. No other has 
any business or authority there. The 
"consulting1 attorney" Mr. Gardner 
talks about is Mr,. Gardner's own proxy. 
If Mr. Gardner wants to shift responsi- 
bility onto his understudy we shall 
turn upon the sub. 


But why talk? The people elect the 


district attorney expecting him to be 
active in such extreme cases as mur- r 
der cases. The law specifically expects 
him to be active and North Adams has 
requested of Mr. Gardner what both 
the law and the people expect and what 
other district attorneys have unre- 
servedly given in similar cases.. How- 
ever, Mr. Gardner, as we said at first, 
has consented to all we want him to do. 
V/e have his promise to at least heart- 
ily second any movement made by 
local men. We are obliged to him for 
that and promise him if he joins us 
with a will to remove the black stain 
from our city's record that we shall 
support him heartily if he comes up for 
re-election. North Adams wag never 
unfriendly to Mr. Gaiflner.

July number of the North American

It follows that he 
is "indifferent" in matters of faith, and 
holds every religion to be as good as 
his own. Archbishop Keane reads a 
philosophical essay on the same oc- 
casion, in which he traces the idea of 
the Incarnation through various im- 
perfect phases in heathen cults, until 
it is realized and wins the homage of 
mankind in the Person of Christ. At 
once he is set down as preaching a 
monstrous form of "evolution;" he be- 
comes the confederate of a certain

or shall we say, unscrupulous? —dove- 
tailing into one of all these scattered 
elements, an "American" theology is 
built up, which disowns the super- 
natural, sacrifices catholic doctrine to 
the spirit of the age, and is the har- 
binger of Antichrist."

He is a strong, stalwart man 
with a very florid complexion, that 
would cause him to be a marked man 
in any gathering. 


Mrs. 
Eastwood was a frail little wo- 


man and Eastwood was very abusive 
to her. She desired to leave him a 
long time ago, but was restrained by 
threats that he would take her life if 
she did. The neighbors say that he 
treated her asi he v,ould a, dog. She 
confided to Mrs. W. C. Townsend, wife 
of the. Methodist clergyman, that she 
was afraid to live with her husband, 
because of his abuse and threats. She 
told Mrs. Townsend that he had said 
he would take her life if she left hmi 
and she believed he would carry out 
the, threat. 


Mrs. Eastwood left Greenfield just be- 


fore Thanksgiving, last November. The 
husband consented to her going but she 
had promised to> go back. 
It is be- 


lieved that her failure, to return caused 
him to attempt to take her life. 


Eastwood left Greenfield Friday over 


the Fitchburg road and went that way. 
He had a pass to Troy, but his trunic 
was sent direct to Middlebury over the 
Boston and Maine. He seemed entirely 
rational at that time and ha.d not been 
drinking to excess. He impressed peo- 
ple as being an intelligent man, but 
having an ungovernable temper, when 
he was aroused. The Eastwoods were 
poor and their rooms were scantly fur- 
nished.

The Gravitation Theory. 


In one of his lectures before the Low- 


ell institute, Boston, recently Professor 
G. F. Wright combated the supposition 
that the, conclusions of modern physical 
science are free from difficulties and 
clear of all doubt. Instead of such he- 
ing the case science, he declares,.is lead- 
ing deeper nnd deeper into mysteries 
and substituting instead of single mys- 
teries an ever increasing multitude for 
each one. He instanced in illustration 
the Newtonian theory of gravitation as 
involving paradoxes to this day unex- 
plained, acguing that if bodies act up- 
on each other at a distance without any 
intervening medium then a thing can 
act where it is not, which is an absurd- 
ity, while, on the other hand, if there 
is a material medium filling all space, 
and a.gravity is transmitted through 
that by a push rather than by a pull, 
then the transmission ought to occupy 
eonie appreciable time, but this it does 
not do, and at any rate, if its action is 
not absolutely instantaneous, its veloci- 
ty must be at least fifty million times 
greater than that of light. Moreover, 
every effort to represent gravitation as 
the result of a push from behind in- 
volves absurdities of various kinds. In 
fact, Newton's final conclusion was that 
the philosophy of gravitation is abso- 
lutely inconceivable and its action para- 
doxical.

Professor Mas Muller of Oxford, in a 


recent lecture, called attention to the 
largest beck in the world, tho wonder- 
ful Kuth Daw. It consists of 729 parts, 
in the shape of white marble plates 
covered with inscriptions, each plate 
built over with a temple of brick.

THE UNKNOWN. 


It Sometimes Contains as Much as Seven- 


ty-eight Per Cent of Water. 


Lean meat, it may surprise many to 


learn, is jnuch more watery than fat 
meat. This may be illustrated by the 
statement that very lean meat may con- 
tain as much as 78 per cent of water, 
while very fat pork may contain only 
10 per cent. The flesh of fish is more 
watery than ordinary butcher meat. 
Thus salmon contains five-eighths of its 
total weight off water, cod four-fiftha 
and flounders six-sevenths. 


Among the foods which may be cited 


as containing but a small percentage of 
water, and consequently as dry food, 
are flour and oatmeal, and suga* is a 
food entirely devoid of it 
The animal 


body nas often been aptly likened to a 
machine, and, like all machines, it re- 
quires fuel to keep it working. 
Now 


this fuel it obtains from the food which 
we eat,' and in default of food the ani- 
mal tissue itself is drawn upon. ITqpd, 
therefore, keeps the animal body warm 
and yields the muscular energy necessary 
for the accomplishment of the work 
which the body does. In this capacity 
the three classes of food nutrients may 
all be concerned. 
« 


The value of a food may be estimated 


in terms of the amount of beat it will 
give rise to. The most coasentrated food 
fnel is fat. When fat is bnrned, it gives 
riso^o^tw-ice as much heat as is given 
by the burning of either the albuminoida 
or the carbohydrates. Fatty foods, there- 
fore, possess a much greater heating 
value than nonfatty foods.—Philadel- 
phia Times.

The cemeteries of cities are like great 


hotels, where the close proximity of 
people in different classes of life is not 
always happy. The walls of partition 
seem to leak a secret horror of unrest; 
there is something of constraint, o£ 
promiscuosity, of cold dignity in the 
obligatory relations of body to body. 
Here the dead are not at home. 


In the graveyards of the country, 


among the thick flowering underbrush 
and the quiet of the wide fields, is a 
better repose for ns after our stormy 
struggles. A cemetery thus situated, 
the center of farreaching horizons, in- 
spires one with a desire to die. To lie 
down here and sleep seems good. But 
most peaceful of all are the realms of 
the dead in marine villages, at the edge 
of the sea, within sound of the lulling 
of the running waves which sing an 
eternal song on the eternal sleep, amid 
the wail of the wind over tho ancient 
tombs. 


One day about 15 years ago I entered 


one of these places of supreme rest be- 
side the waves- on the Breton coast, 
with its crosses pointing toward heaven 
in a way which makes one think of 
eternity. Beside a little old church, be- 
neath the shadow of a stone bell turret, 
slept the forefathers who, whether they 
had died in youth or in age, were all 
made an equaj age by accomplished 
time. And there was no sadness in this 
evidence of a fatal destiny, but rather 
a happy relief in'rhe thought that the 
burden of suffering will not always 
weigh down our poor shoulders and 
that sorrow has its prescribed limit. 
And pleasant, too, was the slow spell- 
ing out of tho inscriptions on tho tombs 
in the warmth of the sunlight which 
the fluttering, intoxicated birds greeted 
with a sweet delirium of 'song. Three 
centuries of time' separated the old 
stones from the new, and a peace was 
made over all feuds here under the high 
crosses with outstretched arms, clear 
cut against the green sea, standing in 
their eternal attitude of forgiveness. 


One tomb in the form of a chalice ar- 


rested my attention, and I read^this sin- 
gular epitaph: "Here lies an unknown. 
Dec. 6, 1871. Tacita transit" (she has 
passed silently). — 


I wished toiearn all that was known 


of ber, and iu the evening I inquired in 
the village, and this is what I learned: 


In November of the year i860, on a 


night of lowering sky and raging sea, 
as the inhabitants slept in their lints, 
which were shaken np by the squall, 
the dull boom of a cannon announced 
the distress of a ship out on the waters 
across the promontory.

During the summer of "1875 bands of 


Indians"veturning^lroin •' a.'bnnt far out 
on the plains;brc*ight"in stories of hav- 
ing seen at difEerent^inies andjn differ- 
ent places,vand always in the center .of 
a large herd, a,white bnffalo.^They bad 
Bseditheir.i6best?horse8 in tbe-effprt to 
overtake it to no i purpose.inever L tking 
able .'to get anywhere near";the* animal. 
At first we did not pay'muoh' attention 
to these stories; but'still it .kept- crop* 
ping np from'"different camps, and at 
last,.in ttfe fall of -1876, I myself had a 
chance to verify^tbe truth of .the report. 
I bad^been sent bifduty^iorth along the 
Bed Beer,iriver and Was'camped near a 
large-band Of Blackfeet; who were hunt- 
ing sooth o&that river. -The buffaloes had 
moved* north in^st numbers, and the 
prairie •was.black'With them. 


I had gone oat one • morning with a 


party of Blackfeet > to see one of their 
hunts, and alao to try aricFkill: for my- 
self. My horse,was a good one and much 
faster than'any belonging to the Indian 
hunters. I had got detached from the 
party, becoming tired of the slaughter, 
and must have'been at least 20 miles 
from camp, when I made for a small 
clump of timber not far off, intending 
to bnild a fire and roast a portion of 
some buffalo meat I had on the saddle 
with me. As I approached the wood a 
band of about 100 animals burst out of 
tho brush and made off to the south, 
and, yes, most certainly, in the middle 
of them was a white bnffalo. Although 
they were-a quarter of a mile away, 
there conld be no mistake about it. He 
was there as large as life and quite 
white and running like a deer. There 
was no time to much more than take in 
the scene.lbnt I gathered tip the reins 
and was after him, determined to bag 
that bnffalo or kill my horse. 


Oh, what a race it was, mile after 


mile! And, although all the band, with 
the exception of' about a dozen, had 
split off and gone in different direc- 
tions, the white animal, with his body- 
guard of abont a dozen kept at about 
the same distance ahead. I could catch 
a glimpse of him now and then, and 
there was no doubt he was snow •white. 
Get within shot I could not for many 
miles. At last they began to tire, and, 
although iny horse tired also, I had 
good hopes of coming tip and getfing a 
shot. Alas, for such a chance! Of a 
scdden my horse lurched forward on 
his nose, sending ine over his head on to 
the prairie and turning a somersault 
himself, missing me by only a few feet 
He bad put his fdot into a badger hole 
and brought ray hopes of a white robe 
to a sudden end.—Forest arid Stream.

Various Ways of Correctly Gnldlng the 


Course of a Vessel. 


Gustav Kobbe, con tributes an article 


to St. Nicholas.-' Mr. Kobbe says: 


Sailors steer by the wake of the ship. 


When a vessel is running free—that is, 
with the wind dead astern-^she must 
leave a straight wake, or she is not run- 
ning a straight course. When sho is ' 'on 
the wind," her canvas full, noc shiver- 
ing—when she is 


As near is she will lie 
By kof]jir>(j full and bye— 


her wake will be at an angle greater or 
less, according to the force of the wind 
and the speed of tho vessel. This angle 
measures what we call tho ship's "lee 


way"—that which she loses from a true 
course. With a vessel hovo to iu a gale 
the leeway becomes very largo and is 
called the "drift." 


Coasting craft steer by tho line of 


white surf on the shore or in thick 
weather by its roar as it breaks on 
the beach or rocks. They haul in to 
catch the sound, then keep off nntil 
they lose it, and then haul in again to 
a central line and maintain it. An old 
sea dog once, told me that one thick 
night, coming np along tho coast with 
a head wind so that they had to tack in 
and off shore, they sailed their tacks, 
or ran their "legs," by caucllos—run- 
ning off shore long enough to burn o«*. 
two caudles, but burning one for the 
inshore leg, so as to avoid standing in 
too close. 


Tho Alaska steamers on tho inside 


route between the main coast and nu- 
merous outlying islands steer, even in 
running through the narrowest chan- 
nels, by the varying echoes of the pad- 
dles from the shores. 


A givou course can also be run by 


soundings, or, rather, by a lino of 
soundings. In entering New York har- 
bor keep in, say, 15, 30, 40 fathoms, no 
less, until you get 10 fathoms. If tlu-u 
the lead shows fine whita sand, look ont 
for Sandy Hook lightship. Coarse yu!- 
low sand will lanjlyou on Firo island.

SHIP CUSHIONS, 


Measuring Vessels S"or Their Outfit—Wh»ft 


$h(p Onirtiionu Arc Made Of. 


When anew vessel is ready-tobs fitted 


ont with her onishionSj she is measured 
for them, n.oi a.6, a .church \roujd,be, for 
a certain number of cushions 'of a spec- 
ified size to supply a certain'number ot 
pews, but everyyepace in which a cush- 
ion is^to'be placed separately. On* 
large vessel there might be a number .of 
cuscipns of, the same dimensions," but 
marine varobite.o£are is such that f cush- 
ions may be regriireii on the same vessel 
in a great variety o^forme, and of vary- 
ing dimensions even"within given lines, 
narrower at one end,'for instance, than 
at the other. An&cuebions are made to 
fit around masts, and around the round- 
ed ends of cabins, and in other spaces 
whets they'must'be made ip -the form 
of an aro of a circle, and ship cushions 
are rflffaeTrshaped an^in^other shape* 
to fifc into vnripus nook's and jogs. 


All cushions are made with a vertical 


front edge, .nnd most* of them are made 
with a vertical roar'edge, but ship 
cushions are often mad/ with a rounded 
or beveled rear edge to fit handsomely 
against the side of the vessel, which 
serves as a buck to the seat, but may 
slope away at a sharper angle than seat 
backs commonly do. 


Practically every boat that is set 


afloat, whatever she may be, big or lit- 
tle, is individually measured through- 
out for her cushions, The same materi« 
als for stuffing cushions that are used 
on land are used on tho water—hair, 
moss, cotton' and so on—and ship cush- 
ious aro soinetimes stuffed with cork 
clippings for their buoyant properties. 
Tho materials most commonly used in1 
covering church cushions are domaskt 
and reps, the damasks more generally. 
Tho material most commonly used in 
covering ship cushions is mohair plush, 
which is made in various colors and 
qualities. Leather is also used ifl cover- 
ing ship cushions, especially in smok- 
ing rooms and chartrooms and aboard 
yachts, and it costs little, if any, more 
than a fine quality of mohair plush." 
New York Sun. 


The process of "scouring needles bright 


takes abont a week. They are mixed 
with oil, so£t soap and empty powder, 
wrapped iu loosa'eanvaa and placed in 
a kind of mauglo worked by mechanical 
power, Thi? scouring -process done, tha 
needles aro washed in hot watei «a4 
dried i" anwdust.

Former United States Consul 


Talks About the Island. 
• 


ITS POSSIBILITIES OF THE FUTUBE. 


Think* It Will Pro-re America'* Moit 


Valuable AcaaUttion—How the U- 
laitd's Condition In Being; Improv- 


' ed—Infections) 
of 
Yankee 
Spirit 


Which Have Spread Among; the Na- 
tives. 
Philip C. Hanna, -who was the last 


of the United States consuls to San 
Juan, Porto Rico, says that that island 
will prove to be the best territorial ac- 
quisition made by the United States in 
the past 40 years. Mr. Hanna gave up 
the consulship Aug. 1 and is now, in 
the United States enjoying rest .after 
his official labor, says the New'York 
Sun."Porto Rico," said the former consul, 
"is not like the other islands that have 
come into our possession, inasmuch aa 
there is not a spark of that Insurgent 
feeling among the Inhabitants that 
.there is in the other islands. The is- 
landers as a people are not aggressive; 
they are not contentious, nor are they 
of that class that in its leisure mo- 
taents compares its condition with that 
'of the classes above It in order to find 
some source of discontent or hatred to 
the existing order of things. They, are 
philosophical to a fault, and when,they 
see that a thing will not go exactly in 
the direction that they would'have it, 
they accept the situation and wait. 


"After the Porto Ricans have been 


lawhile under United States rule, that 
is, after some form of self government 
has been given to them, with all the 
legal benefits that accrue therefrom, 
they will be found to be the best 
American citizens outside the United 
States, and, more than that, they will 
iprove to be better, citizens than 
many within the States. When Uncle 
Sam got Porto Rico he got a good 
thing, and all that is necessary now ia 
to place it under a free and liberal gov- 
ernment. . 


"As a class, the islanders are indus- 


trious and moraV'and the women are 
very religious. It has been said by 
some that the marriage laws were not 
held in very high esteem by the poor- 
er people, bait there is a cogent reason 
for that. 'According to the religious 
training x of the people, no marriage 
among *Porto Ricans was considered 
binding unless the ceremonies were 
performed by the church. Now, in or- 
der for a poor man to get a church 
marriage in Porto Rico, he would have 
to pay the accumulation of two years' 
savings. Rather than do that he says 
to his wife, "We will take this money 
'and furnish a house and therein bring 
,«p our children. During my two years' 
sojourn on the/island I have known of 
a great many cases of such marriages, 
and I do not think I can cite one where 
both parties have not observed for 
each other respect and loyalty. When 
the United States established a mili- 
tary government on the island, they 
legalized all such marriages by a mili- 
tary law, and- today Porto Ricans can 
be legally united in marriage without 
its costing them a dollar. 


"It was thought by the majority of 


the people in the United States that 
just as soon as the war was over and 
some temporary form of American 
government was established on the 1s- 
,land, the time would then be ripe for 
American capital and American in- 
dustry to step right in and take hold, 
but such was not the case. I received 
instructions from Washington to send 
broadcast through the States a circular 
to the effect that Porto Rico was not 
yet ready for an invasion of American 
capital, and that it would not be ready 
'until congress had decided upon some 
lasting form of government for the is- 
land. When a government has been 
'established and courts have been or- 
ganized and laws have been made, 
there will be no place under the con- 
trol of the United States where Ameri- 
can capital can be invested to better 
advantage. 


"From what I have learned from in- 


'side sources of the government's in- 
tentions toward Porto Rico, I think 
that a territorial government will be 
'establlshed,3hd then, when all revenue 
duty on exports into the United States 
and imports from the States are abol- 
ished, such a state of prosperity will 
begin In the island as never was 
known before. 
All that money now 


being collected by revenue officers will 
go into the pockets of the poor man, 
and then he will be able to cloth him- 
self better, feed himself better and 
enjoy life in every way better than 
he ever did before. The possibilities of 
the agricultural development of the 
island are without a peer in any coun- 
try. 
The tobacco, coffee, fruits .and 


sugar grown on the island are world 
famous for their excellence, and with 
the aid of modern farming implements 
and American capital the island will 
be the richest agricultural spot in the 
world. 


"Every cent of revenue that the 


United States government is r.y\v col- 
lecting on the imports or exports of 
Porto Rico is being expended on the 
improvement of the -ondition of the 
Island. Public schools are being es- 
tablished in all the smaller towns and 
villages. The large cities are being 
cleaned 
and 
improved throughout. 


Estimates on new public buildings are 
being taken, and everything possible 
in the way of modern improvement 
that can be done is now in prepara- 
tion. 


1 "Since the regular troops have taken 
'the place of the volunteers on the is- 
land there haa been no trouble with the 
military government of Porto Rico. 
When the volunteers were in charge, 
there used to be considerable friction 
between them and the islanders. No 
one can questions, their ability to fight, 
for they have proved that. On the 
other hand, the regulars are not only 
good fighters, but they are disciplined 
and orderly as well. They accept their 
position and responsibility and, when 
ordered, obey. The government made 
a wise move when they removed the 
volunteers and sent down the regulars 
to garrison the island. 


"It Is amusing at times to see the

EVAPORATED BANANAS. 


A New Delicacy to Be Placed Upon 


the American Market. 


Evaporated bananas are to be a new 


delicacy in the markets of the United 
States. Mr. Arthur F. Spawn of Balti- 
more is said to be the originator of the 
idea and after a trip to Jamaica has 
sent representatives down there to 
erect a plant for carrying out the plan. 
•As yet the evaporation idea is in its in- 
fancy, but'there seems to be no doubt 
that It will be perfected, and bananas 
that now cannot be shipped from Ja- 
maica In the natural state will reach 
the markets of the United States in 
another form. 


Mr. Spawn expects %o place his first 


evaporated fruit on the market this 
fall, says the Baltimore Sun. What- 
ever may be the state of the weather 
the prepared banana can reach the 
market' in an attractive state without 
being affected by the summer heat 
or winter chill, as is the case with fruit 
when forwarded in its original bunch 
from the plant. In a small way the 
evaporated fruit has been tried in Eu- 
rope, to which country it is impossible 
to send it in the natural state. Con- 
fectioners like evaporated bananas as 
a base for candied fruits, and bakers 
can use them in a variety of ways. 


Bananas have been evaporated to 


some extent in Nicaragua, and, accord- 
ing to authentic information, if the 
plan proves successful -.the industry 
will be introduced into the banana pro- 
ducing districts ^ throughout Central 
America, the West Indies and proba- 
bly all other tropical and semitropical 
regions where the banana is grown. 


The general method of evaporation 


is that pursued with juicy fruits. The 
thoroughly ripe banana is placed in 
an oven and subjected to heat for 24 
to 48 hours, as may b.e'required. The 
sugar crystallizes on the outside. The 
evaporated product is then packed in 
boxes for the wholesale trade. 
It 


takes six pounds of fresh fruit to 
make one pound • evaporated; hence 
the economy of space in trasporting is 
important, to say nothing of the sav- 
ing in preventing decay in transit.

who is serving in the 22nd regular in- 
t'untry, now in the Philippines. He in- 
closes photographs by Filipinos 
and 


letters which he found. Following is 
the letter: 


Cond.iba, Luzon, P. I. 


July '!•>. 1S99. 


My Dear Mother: 


At last 1 have the time to write to 


you. 
AVe have had so much to occupy 


ourselves that letter \\ntine has been 
the thing least thought of. I hardly 
know how and what 
to write 
now. 


First, to satisfy any anxiety, I am in 
good health and actually getting fat— 
now I can stand considerable. We have- 
had a pretty tough time of it, up to the 
middle of June. I will attempt a brief 
description of our campaigning hoe. 
We landed about March 4th, 
after 


a. rather rough trip from Honolulu of 
20 days or su, during which we sighted 
land distinctly but 
once—a 
volfdno 


upon the .Uadrone Islands. The trip was 
tedious a»cl we lost one man buried at 
sea. He died of spinal meningitis. 


Our first news of the insurrection was 


when we anchored in Manila bay and 
officers came aboard from the city. We 
were landed next day in Oascoes and 
marched to Nipa 
barracks, 
Malate, 


where we could rest and recuperate 
from our long sea voyage We had got 
partly settled when we were ordered 
to the north line then at San Pedro, 
Maclati. The following week's 
cam- 


paign advance upon, and final capture 
of Pasig city you have read of. We lost 
ons killed and two wounded in, Co. T. 
I was detailed as guard for the "bull 
train" and had the extreme pleasure of 
acting as a target for the Filipino 
sharpshooters upon the other side of 
the river the i ntire week. 


You may 
have 
seen pictures of 


water Buffalos. Those are Filipino bulls 
and beasts of burden, A two-wheeled 
cart and a Chino driver complete the 
picture. The Chino does not understand 
English, and he "vamooses" as soon as 
the first shot is fired—the bull becomes 
unmanagable and 
is to pay. In the 


meantime some sharpshooter is coining 
uncomfortably close with his Mauser, 
and you have a fine time until you either 
get shelter, or locate him and pick h'ri 
out of his tree, or he runs out of 
ammunition. 


I was at Pasig and had a fine chance 


to take part in and see it all. The 
bombardment and all. Will write fuller 
account later. We returned as scon, as 
the city was ours, leaving it in the 
hands of the Washington volunteers. 
We staid in the barracks this time five 
days and then went out to the Mololos 
expedition. Everybody got a share of 
that. The hardest fight on the island 
took place at 
Caloocan and Malabon 


and the most men were in action. The 
insurroptors- put up a brave and stub- 
born resistance, but were outnumbered 
and at a great disadvantage, through 
i-:ck of artillery.We lost a large num- 
b".- of dead and wounded 
and 
the 


em1,-,y'=; loss must have reached into 
the th. i'5-inds. Their trPnohces were 
filled with the dead. The first flsht 
lasted three days; days of 
suffering 


under a ^erticai sun and under fire 
most of the time except at "night. We 
finally got them on the go and the rest 
was a chase. The 22ivl rought up with 
them and mad" thv (h'r^'> which has 
since heroine fi.^.ii's. There Co. T and 
F were in the '"ad. 


We got right un to within a few hun- 


dred yards of their trenches unawares, 
and WPI-P receiving a terrific fire We 
were right in the open \\ithout pro- 
tection, and they were.at the top of the 
hill in fine intrenchments 
We had to 


do something or be killed like jack rab- 
bits, so we set up a rousing American 
cheer and started up on the double 
quick, the men in front firing as we 
ran. The Filipinos did not expect this 
move and dug out, but it cost us con- 
siderable loss of life, among them our 
beloved 
r'olonel 
Egbert, 
who 
was 


wounded twice in Cuba. His last words 
were when Oen. Wheaton came up and 
expressed his sorrow, "Well, I was 
getting too old; it was time." Wheaton 
said afterwards when he saw the 22nd 
prss, "There goes the old 22nd; all 
h 
cannot -stop them." 


After the fall of Malolns we again re- 


turned to Manila to stay three days 
this time. 
We were hustled out to 


hold a portion of the south line between 
Pasig and Pamwacque, the latter town 
being in the hand of tho insurreptors, 
whose tienches faced ours. 
We en- 


joyed life in the trenches and outpost 
guard the next week or ten days. Per- 
ilous duty but fascinating. 
We were 


returned to the barracks to prepare to 
accompany Gen. Law-ton's expedition. 
We staid in one day and a half and 
have not been in since. We have cov- 
ered a good many miles in the round- 
about route we took driving the enemy 
before us. 
It was a great military 


manoeuvre and cleared miles of terri- 
tory, and gained dozen? of towns 
The 


22nd took Bostos and Bolinag after a 
half day'3 figr'niing. ami stopped a week, 
but were again ordered on. 


Down the River Rio Grande we went 


this time winding about a majestic 
mountain, "Argot." and through trop- 
ical jungles and bamboo thorns and a 
hostile country. We had several minor 
scraps before we arrived here, "Can- 
rlaba." We took this town without 
bloodshed and have since ocpupied it 
without opp&fiition, although the na- 
tives ar° making frantic efforts to cor- 
ral our forces at San Fernando, Han 
Tomas and Calumpit, a few miles be- 
low. 
We have fortified the convent 


and town and are prepared to give 
them a warm reception should they at- 
tack us. The town UPS along the bank 
of the river about four miles and Is a 
typical native town, picturesque and 
attractive, with its tropical foliage, 
bamboo houses, imposing convent and 
church with a grand dome like a 
mosque, commanding a beautiful view 
for miles, the river winding like a sli- 
ver thread through the green forest, 
edged with palms and strange foliage. 
Bananas, 
mangoes, 
pineapples and 


other fruit trees are in abundance. We 
firo settled and are very comfortable. 


T have been assigned to duty in the 


commissary department ns bookkeeper 
find clerk, and have been relieved from 
all other duty, though if It romea to 
f-crap. "t'll be on tho line."

Criminal proceedings were brought 


against Mr. McArdle and his partner. 
Mr; McArdle was acquitted at once on 
examination. The matter preyed on his 
mind, however, and he resigned his 
pastorate and rhoved to Mechanicville, 
where he since resided. 


Mr. McArdle told his wife he 
was 


going into the barn. She followed him 
at a little distance, He went to the at- 
tic and barred he door leading to the 
stairs. Then he threw open the a. smal- 
ler door, through which his wife could 
see him but not enter, and in her pres- 
ence he slashed his throat with the 
r.izor. Mrs. McArdle hurried to obtain 
help. A young man forced open the 
door and found Mi". McArdle on the 
floor dead. He was C5 years old-

a lung statement iu regard to his po-

answer to criticism fiom this city that 
he has not taken more decided action } 
ui the cube, lie throws the case en- 
tirely into the hands of the local police 
and "whatever attorneys may have 
looked intu the case," and draws a I 
sharp line between it and the O'Neil 
case. His 
interview 
was 
given 
to 


the Springfield Republican and is in 
full as follows: 
i 


"There were some at North Adams ] 


who wanted me to put 
on detective 


uniform and take a gun and sling-shot 
and try to hunt down those men my- 
self. That, however, is not a part of the 
work of the district attorney, whose ; 
duties are g enerally supposed to begin 
when the case is sent to the grand jury. ; 
In some cases like the O'Niel case at 
Shelburne Falls, where a town is small, 
and has not an organized police,, it 
may seem well for the district attorney 
to take personal charge of the case from 
the start, as did District 
Attorney 


Hammond in the O'Neil case. But this 
case is entirely different. 


"North Adams has a well-organized 


police force and competent chief. I was 
consulted at the start, and sanctioned 
the spending of county money for at- 
lorney's and stenographers' work in 
order that all facilities might be afford- 
ed for running the men down. 


"It has been suggested to methatlor- 


der the ane?t of certain people against 
wlinm suspicion was felt, but I have 
not felt that the case was such as to 
justify interference by me in that man- 
ner. 


"I have stated, however, that any 


time that the North Adams police and 
consultirg attorney felt that the evi- 
dence wes of a characer. to justify un- 
dertaking prosecutions I would an- 
prove of their making- arrests, and be 
giad to have them made, and do all in 
my power to push the cases before the 
grand juiy. 


'It seems to me that the making of ar- 


rests is a thing for the local police, in 
cases where ther» is a good police force,- 
as in North Adams, to decide in, con- 
nection with whatever 
attorney may 


have looked into the case. That is the 
way it would work in this city, where 
the city marshal would decide as to 
whether the arrests should be made." 


A, B, DANIELS' TESTIMONY 


The Most Important Yet in L. L. Brown

The testimony submitted by Treas- 


urer A. B. Daniels at the L L,. Brown 
hearing yesterday was the most im- 
portant thus far given. 
The witness 


snoke from personal knowledge of the 
affairs nf the company, and Mr. Brown 
and corroborated in every detail the 
strong e\idenee of Expert Accountant 
Buss. 
The witness stated that Mr. 


Brown, through the treasurer, the late 
Mr. Mole, had ordered him to credit the 
transaction of the American Zylonite 
company, the Berkshire and Glass com- 
pany, the L. Ij. Brown account and 
the Episcopal Church Building- society 
to his own personal account. 


He showed that Mr. Brown had a 


complete knowledge of the affairs of 
the concern, that he frequently went 
over the books himself, and had fre- 
quent consultations with Mr. Mole in 
regard to the business and financial af- 
fairs of the firm. 


The evidence withal was most im- 


portant and strengthened greatly the 
ca^e of the plaintiffs. Mr. Daniels was 
on the stand again today. As the trial 
progresses there is increasing interest, 
and much speculation in what the de- 
fense will have to offer.
